'I'he  early  history  ol  the  West  Brick  Schoolhouse  is  somewhat 
vague  because  since  1763,  the  year  the  first  appropriation  for  school¬ 
ing  was  made,  until  1874  the  school  district  system  was  in  effect  and 
information  concerning  the  actual  properties  is  scanty. 

However  records  do  show  that  a  building  known  as  the  “W'est 
Schoolhouse”  was  built  in  1791  and  it  seems  probable  that  this  is  the 
building  now  known  as  the  W'^est  Brick  Schoolhouse  and  owned  by 
Mrs.  Maude  M.  Arnold  of  Worcester. 

W'hen  the  school  district  system  was  discontinued  and  the  schools 
taken  over  by  the  town  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  d  own  of  New 
Braintree  was  engaged  to  appraise  the  eight  existing  schoolhouses  and 
the  value  of  the  West  Brick  school  was  listed  at  S70(). 

d'he  school  was  closetl  in  1920  because  ol  the  small  number  of 
students  and  the  high  cost  of  maintenance.  .Miss  Helena  Rutlier- 
ford  was  the  last  teacher. 

Probal)ly  as  many  as  150  different  teachers  ha\e  ser\ed  at  this 
school  during  the  years  including  James  Allen,  Henry  1*.  W'right, 
.Moses  ().  Ayres,  Henry  Chawfortl,  .Miss  Mae  K.  O’Donnell,  Miss 
Mildred  Burt  and  Miss  Rutherford.

Six  more  licenses  were  issued  this  year  than  last.  Own¬ 
ers,  or  keepers  of  dogs  are  responsible  for  licensing  them 
\vhen  they  become  three  months  of  age.  The  dog  licensing 
year  begins  on  April  1.  Licenses  are  available  about  March 
20,  and  wiW  be  mailed  upon  request.  Nearly  one  half  of 
the  dogs  in  to^rn  ^vere  licensed  by  mail  during  the  past 
year. 

For  dogs  already  licensed  in  another  community,  trans¬ 
fer  licenses  should  be  secured.  The  cost  is  25  cents.  There 
is  no  charge  for  the  transfer  of  a  license  from  one  owner 
to  another  Tvithin  the  town. 

The  metal  tag  given  with  the  license  should  be  attached 
to  the  dog’s  collar  or  harness.  In  case  of  loss  or  damage,  a 
duplicate  tag  may  be  obtained  for  10  cents.

Sportsmen  are  faced  this  year  \vith  the  increase  in  the 
price  of  licenses  advocated  for  several  years  by  the  Division 
of  Fisheries  and  Game.  Resident  fishing  and  hunting 
licenses  cost  a  dollar  more,  sporting  licenses,  two  dollars 
more  than  last  year. 
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riie  special  non-resident  3-day  iishing  license  has  been 
replaced  by  a  7-day  license,  and  for  the  first  time  may  be 
purchased  by  aliens.  Both  changes  will  be  an  advantage  to 
out-of-state  fishermen.  The  cost  of  the  special  license  is 
S4.25. 

Resident  citizens  over  65  years  of  age  who  are  receiving- 
old  age  assistance  are  entitled  to  a  free  fishing  license,  and 
all  resident  citizens  over  70  may  receive  a  free  sporting- 
license,  which  gives  hunting,  fishing,  and  trapping  privi¬ 
leges.

Finances 

The  linancial  allairs  of  the  Town  were  carried  out  un¬ 
der  tlie  State  System  of  Accounting  for  the  first  full  year. 
Uomplete  records  of  receipts,  expenditures  and  debts  were 
kept  by  fhe  Accounting  Officer  who  also  forwarded  perio¬ 
dical  statements  of  expenditures  and  balances  to  the  various 
town  officials. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  26  Treasury  Warrants  were 
approved  authorizing  the  payment  of  $159,000.31  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $152,631.24  in  1958. 

A  breakdown  of  the  total  payments  and  a  distribution 
of  the  operating  expenses  are  given  below.

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General  Government 

Since  a  ne^v  tax  collector  took  office  in  March  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collecter  front 
the  period  from  May  1,  1958,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit, 
to  March  12,  1959  was  made  by  the  State  Examiners. 

Summaries  of  the  tax  and  excise  accounts  as  determined 
from  this  audit  are  included  in  conjunction  tvith  the  Tax 
Collector’s  report. 

Streets  and  Highways 

Work  was  continued  on  the  final  section  of  Spencer 
Road  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  subgrade  and  drain¬ 
age  had  been  substantially  completed.  The  remaining  work 
to  be  done  on  this  section  consists  of  final  grading  and  sur¬ 
face  treatment,  and  should  be  completed  in  1960.  Plans  are 
being  made  to  start  work  on  the  reconstruction  of  New 
Braintree  road  in  1960. 

Creneral  maintenance  of  the  streets  and  highways  of  the 
town  was  continued  under  Chapter  81  and  90  Maintenance 
as  usual. 

A  report  of  a  study  of  traffic  conditions  at  the  junction 
of  North  Brookfield  Road  and  Route  122 A  was  received 
from  the  Planning  Board  and  the  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  New  and  larger 
traffic  signs  were  placed  on  Route  122  and  the  stop  sign  on 
North  Brookfield  Road  was  legalized.  However  a  hazardous 
condition  still  exists  and  further  steps  are  under  considera¬ 
tion. 


General 

Work  on  Wright  Park  for  the  year  consisted  of  loam- 
ing  and  seeding  the  remainder  of  the  little  league  section 
of  the  ball  field.  Continued  cooperation  received  from 
contractors,  organizations  and  citizens  of  the  town  was 
greatly  appreciated. 

The  tvork  on  improvements  to  the  Center  Cemetery, 
started  in  1956,  was  continued  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Cemetery  Committee  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  about  two 
thirds  of  the  cemetery  had  been  loamed  and  seeded  and 
the  headstones  reset. 

In  April  a  report  outlining  a  suggested  program  for 
Dump  Control  tvas  received  from  the  Planning  Board  and 
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while  this  did  not  constitute  a  set  of  rides  and  regulations 
as  called  lor  in  article  20  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  it 
tvas  oiven  careful  consideration. 

New  signs  were  erected  and  the  face  of  the  dump  teas 
lowered  so  that  it  would  be  less  visible  from  the  road  and 
so  that  the  entire  face  of  the  dump  could  be  bulldozed.  Also 
a  lower  ramp  was  constructed  so  that  it  would  be  possible 
to  dispose  of  refuse  farther  from  the  road. 

\Ve  feel  that  if  continued  care  is  exercised  by  the  towns¬ 
people  it  will  be  possible  to  maintain  and  inprove  the  dump 
without  undue  expense.

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  its 
second  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Oakham. 

During  the  year  in  review,  after  consultation  with  the 
Land  Court  of  Massachusetts  and  the  State  Department  of 
Planning,  the  Board  on  January  8,  1959  declared  that  the 
plan  of  land  in  Oakham,  submitted  by  Mr.  Erank  K.  Pack¬ 
ard,  Jr.,  constituted  a  subdivision  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

On  February  19,  1959  a  plan  of  land  submitted  to  the 
Board  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Sargent  Safstrom,  to  be  conveyed 
to  Anthony  A.  and  Dorothy  V.  Lupa  was  declared  not  to 
constitute  a  subdivision  within  the  meaning  of  the  Sub¬ 
division  Control  Law. 

March  19,  1959  pursuant  to  action  taken  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  on  Article  20,  a  sub-committee  of  the  Plan- 
inng  Board  was  appointed  to  draft  a  suggested  set  of  rules 
and  regulations  relative  to  the  use  of  the  Town  Dump.  On 
April  16,  1959  the  sub-committee  submitted  its  report.  It 
was  voted  to  accept  the  report  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Health  for  action. 

Suggested  Program  for  Town  Dump  Control 

I.  Disease  Breeding  Factors 

A.  A  regular  schedule  for  baiting  and  spraying  and  earth 
fill  established  by  the  Board  of  Health  after  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  Federal  Wildlife  Service,  Division  of 
Rodent  Control,  and/or  other  like  agencies,  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  the  Rodent  and  Fly  population. 
1.  Limiting  of  dump  face  will  substantially  reduce 
cost  of  control. 

II.  Limited  Dump  Face 

A.  Limit  dump  face  (actual  available  dumping  area  at 
any  given  time)  by  earth  bank  with  cut. 

1.  New  face  when  needed  by  bulldozing  new  cut  and 
filling  old  face. 

III.  Limiting  of  Dumping  to  Residents  of  Oakham 
To  be  strictly  enforced. 

A.  Regular  constables  patrol  every  day  for  a  30-day 
period. 
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1.  C^hiet  ot  Police  and  constables  to  work  out  schedule 
of  patrol. 

2.  Deputize  others,  if  needed. 

■].  If  constable  patrol  is  not  feasible,  appoint  Dump 
Master  for  a  .HO-day  period. 

4.  Evaluate  enforcement  achieved  at  end  of  30-day 
period  and  continue  or  adapt  as  indicated  or  need¬ 
ed. 

5.  Prosecution  and  publicity  for  offenders  should  be 

a  MUST. 

B.  If  “A”  is  inadequate  — 

1.  Pence  dump  area  completely  with  locked  gate. 

2.  Limit  dumping  hours  to  weekend  schedule. 

3.  Appoint  Dump  Master. 

4.  Continue  daily  Constable  patrol  on  ’tveekdays 
(Mon.-Fri.) 

C.  Limit  dumping  trees,  branches,  earth  to  pit  at  David 
Labonte.’s. 

1.  Mr.  LaBonte  assents. 

2.  Obtain  permission  of  abutters. 

3.  Burn  pit  monthly  with  Fire  Company  present.

A.  Planting  of  Evergreen  tree  screen  ^vhen  above  details 
are  under  control.

(This  report  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  by  its 
Sub  C^ommittee,  Mr.  Chester  Rood  and  Mr  .  Robert  Wile; 
submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Board  of  Health 
on  April  20,  1959)  . 

On  May  21,  1959  the  report  of  the  committee  to  study 
the  traffic  problem  at  the  intersection  of  Route  122  and 
North  Brookfield  Road  was  accepted.  It  was  voted  that  the 
Cihairman  present  the  report  to  the  Selectmen  at  their  next 
regular  meeting.  The  Board  wishes  to  call  attention  to 
this  hazardous  existing  condition,  with  alleviation  in  mind. 
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in  view  of  any  proposed  improvement,  change,  or  reloca¬ 
tion  of  Route  122  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
\Vorks. 

There  has  been  discussion  throughout  the  year  on  the 
advisability  of  a  Capital  Budget  Plan.  Such  a  plan  pro¬ 
vides  the  basis  for  the  Town  to  time  its  Capital  expendi¬ 
tures.  It  calls  for  a  thorough  analysis  of  our  past  progress, 
present  condition,  and  future  needs. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  serious  consideration 
by  the  Town  of  an  article  looking  toward  the  creation  of  a 
Budget  and  Einance  Committee. 

The  Planning  Board  also  recommends,  for  similar  consi¬ 
deration,  an  article  looking  toward  the  creation  of  a  Board 
of  Health  separate  and  distinct  from  all  existing  Town 
boards  and  committees. 

It  is  a  feeling  of  this  Board  that  the  base  of  all  govern¬ 
ment  should  be  broad.  This  is  its  strength  and  thus  the 
will  of  the  people  finds  its  greatest  expression.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ACCOUNTING  OFFICER 

To  the  Citizens  of  Oakham: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Account¬ 
ing  Officer  for  the  period  between  January  1,  1959  and 
December  31,  1959. 

During  the  year  I  met  with  the  Selectmen  at  their  regu¬ 
lar  meetings  and  presented  26  Treasury  warrants  for  their 
approval.  These  warrants  listed  expenditures  which  totalled 
$159,000.31  for  1959. 

Receipts  for  1959  totalled  $161,341.65,  and  a  detailed 
list  of  these  receipts,  showing  sources  and  amounts,  has  been 
prepared  for  your  information.  Cash  Balance  on  January 
1,  1960  was  $34,779.62. 

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  town,  as  of  December  31, 
1959  stands  at  $18,000.00.  Of  this  amount  $12,000.00  is  in¬ 
side  the  debt  limit,  and  $6,000.00  is  outside  the  debt  limit. 
Temporary  loans  of  $7,800.00  and  $800.00  will  be  paid 
early  in  1960  from  highway  reimbursement  and  from  Reve¬ 
nue.

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HEALTH  and  SANITATION 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

In  1959  the  Board  of  Health  received  many  incjuiries 
about  polio  immunization  for  adults.  After  conferring 
with  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  learning  that  free  vac¬ 
cine  was  available  only  for  children  under  one  year  of  age 
and  expectant  mothers  the  Board  scheduled  two  clinics,  one 
for  June  16th  and  one  for  July  21st.  These  were  primarily 
for  first  and  second  shots  for  adults  with  no  set  ao-e  limits. 

O 

Included  at  both  clinics  ^vere  children  who  had  not  had 
first,  second  or  third  shots.  As  the  State  Board  recom¬ 
mended  a  fourth  booster  shot  this  was  also  administered 
at  these  clinics.  A  small  fee  was  charged  to  help  pay  for 
the  vaccine  and  the  attending  physician. 

In  all  148  inoculations  were  administered. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  wells  on  two  properties 
to  be  purchased  under  VHA  loans  were  tested  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  and  reports  forwarded  to  the  owners. 

Several  complaints  were  received  as  to  a  possible  source 
of  pollution  at  I.ake  Dean.  Because  of  the  nature  of  the 
complaints  the  State  Department  of  Health  tvas  called  in 
to  assist  in  the  investigation.  After  water  samples  had  been 
taken  and  tested  the  Department  ruled  that  the  condition 
was  not  a  health  menace.  Samples  taken  from  the  beach 
at  Lake  Dean  were  also  tested  and  the  water  found  suitable 
for  public  bathing. 

During  the  summer  the  local  board  met  with  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  State  Department  to  discuss  future  health 
problems  and  the  advisability  of  setting  up  health  and 
sanitation  rules  and  regulations  for  the  town. 
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Further  action  on  this  matter  is  dependent  upon  the 
adoption  ot  a  State  sanitary  code. 

I'he  Board  again  wishes  to  remind  the  people  that  the 
law  requires  that  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases  be  reported 
to  the  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Oakham’s  school  problems  are  basically  the  same  as 
those  facing  most  communities.  The  first  of  these  problems 
is  that  of  providing  classroom  space  for  a  growing  school 
population.  The  school  committee  has  attempted  to  meet 
this  problem  on  a  temporary  basis  by  developing  classroom 
space  in  a  basement  area,  and  employing  an  extra  teacher. 
If  the  population  continues  to  grow,  a  permanent  solution 
must  be  developed. 

The  second  basic  problem,  common  to  all  of  today’s 
schools,  is  how  we  can  provide  the  improved  educational 
opportunities  so  necessary  in  our  changing  society.  To  this 
end,  progress  has  been  made  by  reducing  the  classes  assigned 
to  each  teacher  and  by  purchasing  new  and  revised  textbooks 
in  health  education,  music  and  other  areas.  Every  effort 
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will  he  made  to  develop  a  sound  program  of  iiistriu  tioii  in 
elementary  science,  reading  and  mathematics  so  that  Oakham 
pupils  will  ])e  well  prepared  to  continue  their  education  into 
high  school. 

Just  as  the  merchant  has  to  inventory  his  stock  and  bal¬ 
ance  his  accounts  to  determine  the  success  of  his  business,  so 
the  school  committee  must  assess  its  success  by  the  use  of  a 
testing  program  designed  to  compare  our  teaching  and 
learning  results  against  what  is  expected  in  the  state  and 
nation.  To  that  end,  a  revised  testing  program  is  in  effect. 

W'hile  I  have  only  had  a  few  months  of  experience 
'working  for  Oakham,  these  have  been  pleasant  contacts  and 
I  feel  sure  the  future  will  show  continued  progress.  The 
reports  of  our  principal  and  supervisors,  designed  to  explain 
their  work  and  duties  to  you,  follow.

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REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  year  1959  was  a  year  of  major  developments  for 
the  Art  Department  of  Union  No.  24. 

A  Avorkshop  for  the  teachers  of  the  entire  expanded 
union  was  held  at  the  Worcester  Art  Museum  in  October. 
The  program  tv^as  conducted  entirely  by  the  staff  of  the 
museum  and  tvas  organized  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting 
the  teachers  tvith  the  services  of  the  museum  to  the  schools 
and  within  the  scope  of  art. 

Because  of  the  greater  demands  on  my  time  as  art 
supervisor,  it  became  impossible  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  school  year  to  visit  grades  1,  2  and  3,  to  teach  art. 
As  a  consequence  of  this,  Miss  Charlotte  Crout  of  Lexing¬ 
ton,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1959  of  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Art,  tvas  elected  in  December  to  teach  these 
classes.  She  will  be  a  capable  addition  to  our  teaching 
staff. 

On  behalf  of  the  classroom  teachers  and  the  children, 
I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  several  school  com¬ 
mittees  and  to  Dr.  Bowlby  for  making  it  all  possible.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

A  five-fold  program  of  musical  activities  is  carried  on 
in  all  the  grades:  singing,  rhythmic  activities,  creative  acti¬ 
vities,  listening  and  playing  instruments.  The  grade  teach¬ 
ers  carry  on  the  program  assisted  by  visits  of  the  music 
consultant. 

A  music  workshop  was  held  in  November  for  all 
elementary  teachers  in  the  union  to  acquaint  them  with  a 
new  series  of  music  books.  It  is  felt  that  the  acquisition 
of  these  books  will  give  a  great  assist  to  the  program.  Me¬ 
lody  bells,  a  rhythm  band  set,  recordings  and  record  play¬ 
ers  and  a  tape  recorder  are  available.  A  fine  piano  was 
oiven  to  the  school. 

O 

Grades  6,  7  and  8  performed  well  at  the  graduation 
exercises,  assisted  by  the  instrumental  pupils.  The  entire 
school  gave  a  Christmas  program  “Christmas  Carols  from 
Many  Lands.” 

Mr.  Richard  H.  Bowden  continues  his  fine  program 
of  instrumental  instruction.  A  pre-band  instrument,  the 
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tonctie,  ^vas  incorporated  in  the  music  program  at  the 
fourth  grade  level.  The  purpose  of  this  instrument  is  to 
aid  the  music  reading  program  and  to  screen  potential 
instrumental  pupils.  Instrumental  pupils  meet  thirty  min¬ 
utes  weekly  and  include  pupils  with  one  to  three  years 
training.  More  pupils  will  be  added  as  the  tonette  pupils 
convert  to  instruments.  The  instrumental  pupils  played 
in  the  Spring  Concert  at  the  Holden  Junior  High  School, 
with  the  other  pupils  of  the  Union,  and  at  their  own  gradu¬ 
ation  exercises. 

I  feel  the  music  program  is  progressing  satisfactorily 
and  the  year  has  been  a  profitable  one.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  importance  of  health  education  to  the  individual, 
the  community  and  the  nation  has  received  local,  state 
and  national  recognition. 

The  goal  of  the  school  health  program  is  to  help  chil¬ 
dren  become  well  adjusted,  develop  good  health  attitudes, 
improve  their  health  practices  so  that  they  are  prepared 
to  make  decisions  affecting  their  own  health. 

The  role  of  the  school  is  to  supplement  the  efforts  of 
parents  in  promoting  the  health  of  their  children. 

The  approval  of  the  school  health  committee  has  en¬ 
abled  progressive  steps  to  be  made  with  the  following 
achievements: 

1.  A  Technician  Program  was  implemented  after  two 
registered  nurses  were  trained  to  do  vision  and 
hearing  tests  by  a  technician  from  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health.  These  nurses  assisted  the 
school  health  personnel  so  that  the  vision  and  hear¬ 
ing  tests  were  done  simultaneously  with  Aveighing 
and  measuring.  By  combining  these  procedures, 
children  left  the  classroom  only  once  rather  than 
three  different  times.  The  early  completion  of 
these  tests  enabled  parents  to  be  notified  about  the 
defects  found  so  they  coidd  be  corrected  more 
quickly. 

2.  A  survey  to  determine  the  number  of  teachers  ^vho 
are  prepared  to  administer  first  aid  was  made.  As 
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a  result  the  American  Red  Cross  Standard  First 
Aid  Training  Course  will  be  conducted  in  Holden, 
Paxton  and  Rutland  the  first  part  of  January  1960. 
The  course  will  be  given  by  the  Chairman,  American 
Red  Cross  First  Aid  Training  for  the  teachers  in  the 
school  union.  Approximately  forty  teachers  will 
take  the  course.  At  a  later  date  First  Aid  Emergency 
Teams  will  be  set  up  in  each  school. 

3.  A  survey  tvas  also  made  of  the  health  textbooks  in 
the  union  schools.  It  was  found  that  no  health  text¬ 
books  were  available  in  some  schools  tvhile  in  other 
schools  the  books  were  twenty  years  old.  The  health 
committee  selected  a  1960  health  textbook  tvhich  is 
regarded  as  the  most  modern  and  outstanding  ap¬ 
proach  to  classroom  instruction  in  health. 

4.  Three  Health  Education  Institutes  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  representative  and  consultant  from  the 
book  company  to  present  the  netv  health  textbook 
series  to  all  of  the  teachers. 

5.  Starting  in  January  1960  all  teachers  will  be  offered 
an  opportunity  to  take  a  course  in  modern  methods 
of  teaching  elementary  physical  education.  A  staff 
member  of  Boston  University  will  conduct  the 
course. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  routine  physical  exam¬ 
inations  and  the  school  immunization  clinics  were  admin¬ 
istered  by  the  school  physicians  with  the  assistance  of  the 
school  nurse  and  the  supervisor  of  school  health.  The  pre¬ 
school  registrations  were  conducted  and  well  attended.

To  choose  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Library  Trustee  and 
one  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee  all  for  three  year 
terms;  a  Collector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tree  War¬ 
den,  six  Constables,  three  Fence  Viewers  and  a  Moderator, 
for  one  year  terms;  and  one  Planning  Board  member  for 
a  five  year  term,  all  on  one  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  the  necessarv  to^vn  officers 

j 

and  committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be  elect¬ 
ed  by  ballot. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  fix  the  sala¬ 
ries  and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  town  as 
provided  for  by  Section  108  Chapter  41  of  the  General  La’^vs. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will 
allow  for  men  and  equipment  used  in  repairing  highways 
and  opening  roads  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas- 
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ury  such  sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to  pay  salaries,  ex¬ 
penses  and  outlays  of  the  several  town  departments  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  said  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
current  expenses  of  the  town,  giving  the  note  or  notes  of 
the  town  therefor,  these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue 
of  said  fiscal  year. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  to^vn  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  81  Highway  Maintenance 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Maintenance 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  Spencer  and 
New  Braintree  Roads  under  Chapter  90  Hightvay  Construc¬ 
tion  ,or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  for  the  purposes 
of  a  Reserve  Fund  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  the 
sum  of  $1500  or  any  other  amount  from  the  Highway  Mach¬ 
inery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
and  instruct  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000  or  any  other  amount  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  levy  for  the 
current  year  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  any 
trust  funds  which  may  be  left  to  the  town  for  the  care  of 
cemeteries  or  for  any  other  purpose. 
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Article  15.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Oakham  Bicen¬ 
tennial  Celebration  Committee  and  to  act  thereon. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  ^vill  vote  to  create  a 
Board  of  Health,  separate  and  distinct  from  all  existing 
boards  and  committees  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  request  the 
Board  of  Health  to  draw  up  a  set  of  By-LaAvs  to  include 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump, 
design  standards  for  the  installation  of  septic  tanks  and 
drainage  fields  and  any  other  health  problems,  existing,  or 
foreseeable,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Town  By-Laws,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

CHAPTER  VI 

Budget  and  Finance  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Budget  &  Finance  Committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  six  legal  voters  of  the  Town  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  moderator  as  hereinafter  provided.  No  elected  or 
appointed  tOAvn  officer  or  town  employee  shall  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  said  committee. 

The  moderator  of  the  town  meeting,  Avhen  this  by-laAv 
is  adopted,  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  by-law  be¬ 
comes  effective,  appoint  two  members  of  said  committee  for 
terms  of  one  year,  two  members  for  terms  of  two  years,  and 
two  members  for  terms  of  three  years.  At  each  annual  Town 
Meeting  thereafter  the  moderator  thereof  shall  appoint  two 
members  of  said  committee  for  terms  of  three  years.  The 
term  of  office  of  said  members  shall  commence  immediately 
upon  qualification  and  shall  expire  at  the  close  or  final 
adjournment  of  the  annual  tOAvn  meeting  at  which  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  appointed.  Said  committee  shall  choose  its  OAvn 
officers,  shall  serve  without  pay,  and  shall  cause  to  be  kept 
a  true  record  of  its  proceedings. 

Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  committee  by 
resignation,  removal  from  town,  death,  failing  to  qualify  or 
otherwise,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  said  committee;  and 
if  any  member  is  absent  from  five  consecutive  meetings, 
except  in  case  of  illness,  said  committee  shall  consider  his 
position  vacant  and  proceed  to  fill  same.  The  term  of  office 
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of  all  persons  chosen  as  aforesaid  to  fill  vacancies  shall  expire 
at  the  close  or  final  adjournment  of  the  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing  next  succeeding  said  vacancy  and,  at  said  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  the  moderator  thereof  shall  appoint  a  successor  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term  of  each  member  whose  office  has  been 
vacated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appointment. 

To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  articles  in  any 
tvarrant  for  a  town  meeting  hereafter  issued.  The  select¬ 
men,  after  drawing  any  warrant  for  a  to^vn  meeting  shall 
transmit  immediately  a  copy  thereof  to  each  member  of  the 
Budget  &  Finance  Committee  and  said  committee  shall  con¬ 
sider  all  such  articles.  A  public  hearing  may  be  held  upon 
all  articles  unless  a  public  hearing  by  some  other  tribunal 
is  required  by  latv  and  a  notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be  given 
by  posting  a  copy  thereof  in  at  least  four  public  places  in 
the  town.  After  due  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  in 
such  articles,  said  committee  shall  report  thereon  to  the  totvn 
meeting  such  recommendations  as  it  deems  best  for  the  inte¬ 
rest  of  the  town. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Budget  and  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  annually  to  consider  the  expenditures  of  previous 
years  and  the  estimated  requirements  for  the  ensuing 
year  of  the  several  boards,  officers  and  committees  of 
the  town  as  prepared  by  them  in  such  form  and  detail 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  committee.  Said  commit¬ 
tee  shall  add  to  said  statement  of  expenditures  and  esti¬ 
mates  another  column  giving  the  amounts  which,  in  its 
opinion,  should  be  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
shall  further  add  thereto,  such  explanations  and  suggestions 
relating  to  the  proposed  appropriations  as  it  may  deem  expe¬ 
dient  and  report  thereon  as  provided  in  Section  4. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Budget  and  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  to  make  an  annual  report  of  its  doings  with  the  recom¬ 
mendations  relative  to  financial  matters  to  be  printed  with 
the  annual  reports  of  the  other  town  officers. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Moderator,  and/or  the  Selectmen  to  issue  the  call  for  the 
Discussion  Meeting,  the  Caucus,  and  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  in  the  above  sequence.  The  motion  “to  instruct” 
shall  include:  “and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  have  in  the 
hands  of  the  voters  at  said  Discussion  Meeting  a  mimeo- 
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graphed  copy  of  the  articles  to  be  presented  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,”  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  make  further  improvements 
to  Wright  Park  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town 
seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant, 
^vith  your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  meeting  as  aforesaid.
